10 the Mayor and Aldermen, and the 
Common Council of the City of New Bedford : 


GENTLEMEN : 


The Trustees of the New Bedford City Library, 
in accordance with the provisions of the Ordinance 
in relation thereto, respectfully present to you their 
First Annual Report. 

The City Library was instituted by an Ordinance 
of the City Council passed August 16, 1852, an ap- 
prepriation of fifteen hundred dollars having been 
made on the 26th of the preceding month for that 
object. 

The Act of the voifié dictates giving authority to 
towns and cities to establish Free Libraries for the 
use of the inhabitants, was passed May 24th, 1851. 

Copies of the Ordinance and the Statute will be 
found in the Appendix to this Report. 

The Library was opened for the use of the inhabi- 
tants, on Thursday, the third day of March, at the 
rooms in Perkins’ Building, so called, number 139 
Union Street. 
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There are contained in the Library nearly sex thou- 
sand vohsnes. | 

About fifty-five hundred volumes were transferred 
to the city by the New Bedford Social Library,* and 
the remainder obtained by gift or purchase. 

The collection of books, although not large, is valu- 
able. The Trustees have reason to believe, that no 
collection of the same extent m our country, embra- 
ces a larger number of truly valuable books. 

The books transferred to the city by the Directors 
of the Social Library, had been many years accumu- 
lating under the direction of the cautious and en- 
lightened managers of that institution, and it gave 
the Trustees great pleasure to find, upon an exam- 
ination of the catalogue, that no better collection 
could be obtained or desired, as a foundation for the 
Free Public Library. 

The general principles which guided those by whom 
that collection was made, have mainly governed the 
Trustees in the few purchases of books, which the 
limited means at first placed at their disposal have 
allowed them to make. Much care has been taken 
to select such books for the Library as are known to 
be of permanent value. Although but a smalk 
amount has been expended for books, exclusive of 
the sum paid to the proprietors of the Social Library, 
the liberality of our fellow citizens of whom our 
purchases have been made, has enabled us to go far 
beyond our expectations in the number of volumes 
added to the original purchase.

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The whole make a collection respectable in point 
of numbers, and of a character as well calculated as 
any collection that could be formed of its extent, as 
the foundation of a Free Library. 

No part of the last appropriation of “ fifteen hun- 
dred dollars for the purchase of books” has been ex- 
pended. Anxious that every dollar of this liberal 
contribution should be wisely expended, the Trustees 
have devoted much of their time, since the passage 
of the Order, in preparing a list of such books as 
are, in their view, best caleulated to promote the ob- 
ject you had in view in placing the funds at their 
disposal. That list is now nearly completed; and in 
a few weeks we hope to place upon our shelves be- 
twee one and two thousand volumes more of stand- 
ard works, which, with the books already to be found 
there, will open to our inhabitants a Library, rich in 
the means of intellectual and moral culture, and 
forming a new and attractive feature in the public 
recreations of the people. 

There have been placed upon the tables of the 
Library, the leading Periodicals of our own country 
and of England. Without these, the design of the 
Library would not have been completed. The Trus- 
tees had it not in their power to extend their sub- 
scriptions as far as might be considered desirable, but 
our periodicals, although the number is not large, are 
the best, and it is confidently believed that the citi- 
zens will find them well calculated by their elevated 
and diversified character, to promote the important 
object for which our new institution was established. 
The periodicals will be, while fresh and unbound, for 
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the use of the visitors to the roomsonly. They will 
form a strong point of attraction for the inhabitants 
of our city, and will, it is beheved, lead to the mno- 
cent and elevating employment of many hours now 
given to idleness, frivolity or guilty pleasure. 

Keeping in view the two fold object of the insti- 
tution, the combination of rational enjoyment with 
intellectual and moral culture, the Trustees have ex- 
pended a part of the means placed at their disposal 
in the purchase of that magnificent work of art, Boy- 
dell’s Illustrations of Shakspeare. 

It is believed that in no form, could the same out- 
lay have secured so large and valuable an amount of 
the refined and elevated im the domain of the arts. 
‘The poets are now regarded as among the educators 
of the people ; and at a time when the study of the 
greatest is pursued to an extent and with an intensity 
never before known, the pages of Boydell will be 
looked upon as a most valuable auxiliary to this de- 
lightful and elevating pursuit. 

| Such, then, is the character and condition of the 
Library, which, by the enlightened liberality of our 
Municipal Government is now opened for the use of 
the citizens of New Bedford. 

The evidence that the institution has met a great 
public want, and that its establishment is, in a high 
degree satisfactory to the people, is ample and grati- 
fying. The Library has been opened to the public twenty- 
one days. During that short period, one thousand five 
hundred and mmnety-one books have been taken from 
the Library, by seven hundred and eighly-aine individ- 
uals. Nearly two hundred books have been delivered this 
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day.* “At all ours of the day, and especially in the 
evening, our tables are surrounded by quiet and in- 
terested readers. A striking and delightful feature in 
our operations, is the large number of females who 
‘visit the rooms both as takers of our books and read- 
ers of our periodicals. Nearly one-half of the names 
tapon our books are those of females. The convenient 
location of the Library, the liberality of its arrange- 
ments, and the quiet and decorum which pervade the 
place, have attracted thither that class of the popula- 
tion which has hitherto seldom been found visiting 
our public libraries. @ 

These are gratifying and encouraging statements. 
_ They justify the action of the past and excite hopes 
for the future. They demonstrate the wisdom of that 
legislative and municipal action, which recognizes and 
‘seeks to correct the imperfect character of that idea 
of education which does not extend beyond the pre- 
paratory work of the public school. How full of 
practical meaning, are the following words from a re- 
cent and profound English writer. “I thought how 
education, to be of any assured worth, must continue 
through life. Reading and writing will not do alone. 
You might as well prepare for a liberal hospitality by 
a good apparatus for roasting and boiling, but never 
putting on any viands, so that the kitchen machinery 
went on grinding unceasingly, with no contentment

and other works, all “‘ pervaded with a deep and intelligent human interest,” 
and written in a style and spirit which give them a rare attractiveness. 
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to the appetites of the hungry. No: before we shall 
be able to make much of education, the highest 
among us must take larger views of it, and not sup- 
pose it is a mere definite quantity of cultivation, de- 
fined according to the narrow limits of the fashions 
of the day.” 

Again he says: “ How any great thoughts, great 
poetry, or noble song, is adverse to any abuse of the 
passions—even that which seems most concerned 
with the passions. For all that is great in idea, that 
insists upon men’s attention, does so by an appeal, 
expressed oreimplied, to the infinite within him and 
around him. In general, vice seizes hold, not of the 
passionate, so much as of the cold and vacant mind. — 
On this account education and cultivation are to be 
looked upon as potent remedies. The heavy plough- 
boy who lounges along in that listless manner has a 
mind which moves with a rapidity that bears no rela- 
tion to that outward heaviness of his. That mind will 
be fed ; will consume all about it, like oxygen, if new 
thoughts and aspirations are not given it.” “ What I 
mean 1s this—do not let us merely teach our young 
people to read and write, and then dropping these 
young people at the most dangerous age, provide no 
amusements, enable them to carry on no elevating 
pursuits, throw open no refinements of life to them, 
and leave them to the pot-house and their sordid 
homes.” 

These noble and generous thoughts have found a 
practical application in the legislation of our Com- 
monwealth ; always the pioneer in every movement 
to elevate humanity; and to you, gentlemen is it 
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owing, that we now include among our Public Insti- 
tutions one that in an eminent degree, fulfills the 
idea so eloquently and powerfully set forth. 

Our Free Public Library is one of that series of in- 
strumentalities which the people, in the exercise of a 
clear perception of their wants and their duties, have 
ordained to exist, as the means of an enlightened 
culture, and for the attainment of that moral and in- 
tellectual elevation in which communities and in- 
dividuals are to find happiness and safety. 

That the inhabitants of our city were prepared to 
embrace the opportunity thus created for Self-Culture, 
is apparent from the facts before stated. The num- 
ber who have visited the Library is unexpectedly 
and encouragingly large. To these nothing need be 
said to induce them to continue their attendance. 
They have found both pleasure and profit by a 
participation in the advantages it affords. 

To those who have not yet availed themselves of 
this pleasant and potent means of recreation and en- 
joyment, the trustees would, on behalf of the City 
Council, extend an invitation to visit the library and 
partake of its benefits. To the youth of our city, 
- especially, are the rooms of our library recommended, 
as a place of pleasant resort and agreeable recreation ; 
and, as affording the most valuable aid in their efforts 
after improvement and self-culture. Upon its shelves 
and upon its tables is to be found the treasured wis- 
dom of the past and the present, and that genial and 
elevating literature which gives refreshment to the 
toilers in body and mind, and which affords valuable 
aid in the great work of forming the character and 
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improving the heart. Pleasures which leave no sting 
behind can there be enjoyed; and they will find, as 
thousands have found before them, that a sound 
growth, in all that constitutes true manliness of cha- 
racter, is promoted by a devotion of a portion of their 
time to healthy intellectual pursuits. 

Although no intimations have reached the trustees, 
that the Council have believed that any unnecessary 
delay has taken place in opening the library, it may 
not be improper for them to place before you a brief 
statement of their labors, that you may be satisfied 
that the work has been carried forward as fast as its 
nature and extent would permit. 

The time required to prepare the room for the 
books, and the books for the people, has exceeded the 
calculations of the trustees. But more time has been 
required because they found more. labor to be per- 
formed. The amount of labor demanded of them 
was found to be much greater than was expected, 
when they entered upon the duties they were called 
upon to discharge. 

In the work of organizing a Pioneer Institution, 
like our Free Public Library, but little aid could be 
obtained from the labors of others. No such institu- 
tion as that whose first report is now submitted to the 
government of our city, has ever thrown open its 
doors to the public in this or in any other country. 
Ours is the first Free Public Library, and being such, 
a task has devolved upon the trustees, whose difficulty 
and magnitude have been but imperfectly under- 
stood. That task they have performed according to 
the best of their ability. Had it been assigned to 
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others, doubtless it might have been performed better 
and quicker, but the Trustees find no reason to charge 
themselves with any lack of zeal or industry im the 
discharge of the important trust committed to them 
by the City Council. 

It was not until some time in November, that the 
rooms now occupied by the Library were prepared 
for its reception. Since that time all its fixtures 
have been prepared, and its furniture provided. Five 
thousand five hundred volumes of books procured 
from the Social Library have been each carefully ex- 
amined. More than four hundred volumes have been 
sent to the binders, finished and returned. Between 
five and six thousand volumes have been numbered, 
covered, lettered, stamped and labelled. Rules and 
Regulations have been prepared for the government 
and guidance of the Trustees, the Librarian, the 
takers of books and the visitors to the rooms. Forms 
have been prepared to facilitate the taking and ex- 
changing of books. Forms for blank-books have been, 
with great labor arranged, for the registry of the 
accessions to the Library; for a journal of all deliv- 
-eries of books taken; and a record of the names of 
all the takers; and the several books manufactured 
and received. ‘To accomplish all this, involved an 
amount of labor, but little understood except by those 
who have been engaged in similar undertakings. 
The Trustees have no desire to magnify either the 
extent or importance of their labors—they are only 
solicitous that those who have delegated to them this 
important trust, should be satisfied that they have 
not, either through indifference or neglect, failed to 
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come up to that measure of attention and effort im- 
plied in its acceptance. 

The Trustees have already placed before the pub- 
lic, an abstract of the rules they have instituted to 
regulate the taking of the books and their use at 
the Library rooms. By a reference to the advertise- 
ment of the Trustees it will be seen, that the founda- 
tion they have laid for the use of the Library by 
those for whose benefit it was founded, is of the most 
liberal and comprehensive character. The regula- 
tions for the use of the books and other property, 
both in and away from the hbrary-room, are in accor- 
dance with the all-embracing principle which gov- 
erned the legislature, when it gave the sanction of 
law to this form of aiding in the education of the 
people, and in harmony with that enlightened muni- 
cipal action which gave to our citizens the benefit of 
the statute. A library has been opened for the peo- 
ple, a library accessible to all; the benefits of which, 
to those who have attained to a suitable age, are as 
free as the highway to the traveller, as the public 
school to our children and youth. | 

With a plan of delivery and use thus free and 
comprehensive, it must be obvious to all, that the 
operations of the library can only be sustained by a 
most rigid observance of the rules which have been 
made for its government. It cannot exist for any 
useful purpose, unless there shall be a prompt compli- 
ance on the part of all who visit the rooms or become 
takers of the books, with the rules which have been 
established for the safety of the property and its pro- 
fitable employment. The rules must be observed, or 
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disorder, decay and dissolution will soon attend upon 
this enlightened and praiseworthy effort to open to 
the people the avenues to a more extensive and ge- 
nial culture. The property belongs to the city; it 
must be cared for and preserved—in its use, all have 
equal rights which will be infringed upon, if any fail 
promptly to return, within the specified time, the 
books they may have taken. Thus it will be seen 
that there is a double responsibility resting upon all 
who visit the rooms of the city library and become 
takers of its books. The trustees would earnestly 
and confidently express the hope, that this responsi- 
bility will be deeply felt, and that every one will 
bear in mind, that the institution cannot be sustained, 
unless there shall be found a hearty co-operation on 
the part of the inhabitants, in the enforcement of 
the regulations which have been instituted for its 
safe and profitable management. It is with great 
pleasure and satisfaction that the trustees are ena- 
bled to state, that if the future is to be judged by 
the limited experience of the past, on this account 
there is no ground for apprehension. Our books 
have been carefully used and promptly returned, and 
the most perfect decorum has marked the conduct 
of the visitors to the rooms. 

A copy of the rules and regulations which have 
been prepared by the trustees for the government 
of the library is herewith submitted, making a part 
of the appendix to this report. The trustees would 
respectfully express the hope, that they will meet 
the approbation of the members of the Council. 
The plan of management has been prepared with

much labor, and no pains have been spared to render 
it convenient and efficient. But they would again 
call your attention to the fact, that they have de- 
rived but little assistance from the labors of others. 
It has already been remarked, that ours is a pioneer 
undertaking. Such bemg the case, no one can sup- 
pose that the labors of its managers in framing rules 
for its government will be found in every respect 
perfect. Experience will, no doubt, show the neces- 
sity for many, it may be for important modifications. 
Thus far they have met all the exigencies of our ex- 
perience, and at present no necessity appears to exist 
for a change. 

Gf the appropriations which have been made by 
the Council for the establishment and maintenance 
of the library, one thousand eight hundred and 
twelve dollars and thirty-one cents have been ex- 
' pended, leaving a balance of sixteen hundred and 
nineteen dollars and twenty-four cents at the disposal 
of the trustees. This includes the whole of the last 
appropriation of fifteen hundred dollars, which is to 
be exclusively devoted to the purchase of books. 
As before remarked, preparations have already been 
made for making the purchases contemplated by this 
appropriation, and the books will soon be added to 
our collection. 

An abstract of the expenditures of the board. to 
this date, will be found annexed. 

No part of the trustees’ duties have been attended 
with more trouble or solicitude than the selection of 
a room for the accommodation of the library. Its 
situation was to be central, and its arrangements con- 
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venient, while at the same time the preservation of 
the property from fire was a subject of much anxiety. 
No place, combining all these desirable qualifications 
could be found; and none that seemed in any re- 
spect calculated for our purpose at areasonable rent, 
was to be obtained. 

After much examination and delay, an arrange- 
ment was made with Messrs. Tappan & Chase to pre- 
pare a suit of rooms expressly for our use. On the 
first of November they were ready. They occupya 
portion of the second story of Perkins’ building, so 
called, on Union Street, near Purchase, and are both 
central and convenient. They were obtained on a 
lease of three years, with the privilege of extending 
it to five, at a yearly rent of two hundred and forty 
dollars. It is to be regretted that the property is, in 
its present location, greatly exposed to destruction 
by fire. But it was supposed that 1 was better to 
meet that objection by a policy of insurance, than 
to place the hbrary in an inconvenient situation. 
Two thousand dollars are now insured on the pro- 
- perty, and the sum will shortly be increased. 

It gives the trustees great pleasure to be able to 
lay their first report before the Council under cir- 
cumstances of go much encouragement. Our library 
has become one of the Institutions of the city, and 
under the continued patronage of the city govern- 
ment which will doubtless be extended to it, it is 
destined, we most confidently believe, to be one of 
the most popular as well as one of the most useful. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

TO AUTHORISE CITIES AND TOWNS TO ESTABLISH AND, 


MAINTAIN PUBLIC LIBRARIES.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 


assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 


Section 1. Any city or town of this Commonwealth 
is hereby authorized to establish and maintain a public 
library within the same, with or without branches, for the 
use of the inhabitants thereef, and. to provide suitable 
rooms therefor, under such regulations for the government 
of said library as may from time to time be prescribed by 
the City Council of such city, or the inhabitants of such 
town. 

Sec. 2. Any city or town may appropriate for the 
foundation and commencement of such library, as afore- 
said, a sum not exceeding one dollar for each of its rata- 
ble polls, in the year next preceding that in which such 
appropriation shall be made; and may also appropriate 
annually, for the maintenance and increase of such library, 
a sum not exceeding twenty-five cents for each of its 
ratable polls, in the year next preceding that in which 
such appropriation shall be made. 

Src. 3. Any town or city may receive in its corporate 
capacity and hold and manage, any devise, bequest, or 
donation, for the establishment, increase, or maintenance 
of a public library within the same.

AN ORDINANCE 
FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND GOVERNMENT OF A FREE 


PUBLIC LIBRARY.

Be it ordained by the City Council of the city of New 
Bedford, as follows : 


Sec. 1. There shall annually be chosen by the City 
Council in convention, by ballot, in the month of April, 
or as soon after as may be convenient, three persons, who, 
together with the Mayor, President of the Common Coun- 
cil, and the Chairman of the Joint Standing Committee 
on Public Instruction for the time being, shall constitute 
a Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library of the 
city of New Bedford, who shall hold their office for the 
current municipal year, and until others are chosen. 

Sec. 2. All monies now or hereafter appropriated for 
said library shall be expended under the direction of said 
Trustees, who shall have full power to expend the same 
in the purchase of such books as they may select, and in 
meeting all the expenditures for the establishment, sup- 
port and best efficiency of said Institution. 

Src. 3. Said Trustees shall have full power to appoint 
a Librarian, and all subordinate officers that may be 
deemed by them expedient,—to fix the salary of the same, 
to be paid out of the appropriation for the Library, and 
the same to remove at pleasure. 
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Sec. 4. They shall also have full power to make any 
and all needful and suitable regulations concerning said 
Library and the use thereof, subject to alteration at any 
time by vote of the City Council. 

Sec. 5. Said Trustees shall annually, in the month of 
March, lay before the City Council a detailed report of 
their doings and of the condition of the Library.

OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE PROPRIETORS OF THE 
SOCIAL LIBRARY IN RELATION TO THE TRANSFER OF 


THE SAME TO THE CITY OF NEW BEDFORD. 


“ Whereas under the authority of the Laws of this 
Commonwealth, the City Council has made an appropri- 
ation for the establishment of a Public Library, and it is 
understood to be the intention of the City Government 
to maintain and support said Public Library in a condi- 
tion creditable to the city and useful to the inhabitants, 
by making an annual appropriation for its support,—and 


Whereas, the Proprietors of the New Bedford Social 
Library believe that the purposes for which this Library 
was established will now be best promoted by placing it 
at the disposal of the City Government, to be made a 
part of said Public Library, therefore, 


Voted, That the Directors of this Library, to wit, 
Thomas B. White, Thos. A. Greene, and John F. Emer- 
son, together with Oliver Prescott be, and they hereby 
are, authorised to transfer and convey to the city of New 
Bedford for the purposes of the Public Library, all the 
books, pamphlets, periodicals, and other property now be- 
longing to the Proprietors of the Social Library—provi- 
ded, however, that no such transfer shall be made unless 
the following stipulations shall make a part thereof, and 
be duly set forth in the deed of conveyance : 
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1st. That the sum of six hundred dollars be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Library ;—2d. Thatif at any time 
after the transfer, the City Government shall refuse, or 
neglect, to support and maintain the Public Library, all 
the books and other property then remaining in the pos- 
session of the city, which may have been transferred by 
virtue of these proceedings, shall revert back to the Pro- 
prietors of the Social Library, their successors or assigns, 
to be disposed of as they may deem proper ; 3d. That 
the non-resident proprietors shall be permitted to use the 
Public Library, with the same privileges as the citizens 
of New Bedford.

RULES AND REGULATIONS ESTABLISHED 


BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES.

ARTICLE I. 
The Mayor of the city shall be President of the Board 
of ‘Trustees. 
ARTICLE II. 
The Board of Trustees shall meet on the first Monday 
of each month. 
ARTICLE III. 
In the absence of the President, a presiding officer shall 
be chosen for the meeting. 


ARTICLE IV. 
1 
At the first meeting of the board, after the adoption 
of these regulations, and thereafter annually in the month 
of May at the same time with the Standing Committees, 
a Clerk shall be elected by ballot, who shall be a member 
of the board.

Should a vacancy occur, it shall be filled at the first 
meeting of the board thereafter.

The Clerk shall keep a record of all the proceedings of 
the Trustees, and shall have the custody of all papers be- 
longing to the Trustees, which he shall keep in a suitable 
trunk, marked “ City Library.”

Whenever Special Meetings are called, all members of 
the board shall be notified of the time and place by writ- 
ten notice sent to their several places of abode by the City 
Messenger.

Should the President be absent at any meeting, the Clerk 
shall call the meeting to order, and preside at the choice 
of a President pro tem.

The President shall, when requested by any member of 
the board in writing, call a meeting of the Trustees, and 
such request shall state the object for which the meeting 
is called.

In case the Clerk shall be absent, a member shall be 
named by the President to perform his duties, and the 
record made by the substitute shall be signed by him and 
placed on file, and a copy thereof entered by the Clerk on 
the records of the board. 


ARTICLE V. 


Should there be a meeting at which both President and 
Clerk shall be absent, any member may call the meeting 
to order and preside while a president pro tem. is chosen. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


The Standing Committees of the board shall consist 
of three members, and shall be as follows: 


1. On the Library. 

2. On the Building. 

3. On Accounts.

It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee on the 
Library, to see that the regulations of the board in rela- 
tion to the books, pamphlets, periodicals, &c., under their 
_ charge, are strictly complied with.

To purchase all books, which the board may decide to 
add to the Library. 
3 
_ To recommend to the board, from time to time, the 
purchase of such books and a subscription to such peri- 
odicals, as they may consider it advantageous to the pub- 


lic to have added to the library. 


4 
To direct in the relation to the binding of books, and 
the preparation of books of the library for circulation. 


D 
To see that proper books and forms are prepared for the 
use of the Librarian as follows—to wit : 


1. A catalogue of all the books in the library : 

2. A record of all the accessions to the library, either of 
books, pamphlets, periodicals, maps, manuscripts, pictures, sta- 
tuary or any other article; which record, under the date of 
reception, shall set forth the following facts in relation to all 
such accessions. 


1. How procured—by purchase, stating cost—donation—loan. 
2. If a donation, from whom. 
8. If loaned, on what condition. 
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4. If a book, or pamphlet, the whole title page. 

5. If a periodical, its designation and date. 

6. If a manuscript, the subject and name of writer. 

7. The number by which, (if a book,) it is to be designated in the library, 
and the class or department in which it is to be arranged upon the shelves of 
the library ; also its size. 


3. A LEDGER, with a suitable alphabet for entering the names 
of all persons who may take books from the library in which, in 
connection with the names of such persons, shall be entered 
the date when the book was taken, the number of thé book, 
the date of its return and the amount of any fine, which may 
have been incurred for a violation of the rules of the board ; 
and any other books which may be in their judgment neces- 
sary for the preservation of the library, and that an accurate 
knowledge of all the facts connected with it, may be at all 
times readily obtained. 

6 

Annually, in the month of January, to make an exam- 
ination of the library and report to the board its existing 
condition; giving a detailed list of the books which may 
be missing, and to whom, if entered upon the ledger, they 
were severally delivered, and setting forth any other facts 
in relation to the library which it may be profitable for 
trustees to be made acquainted with. 


fr 

1. The standing committee on the building, shall have 
charge of the room or rooms in which the property of the 
library is contained. | 

2. They shall attend to the lighting, warming and ven- 
tilating the rooms. It shall be their duty, in connection 
with the Committee on the library, to direct in relation to 
all fixtures for the arrangement of the books and for the 
accommodation of visitors to the rooms; and they shall 
take all such measures as may be found necessary for the 
preservation of the books and other property of the 
library. 
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8 

1. The committee on accouuts shall examine all hills 
brought against the city for expenditures connected with 
the library. They shall see that they are in accordance 
with the votes of the board and that they are correctly 
stated. No bills shall be allowed by the board that shall 
not in the first place have been examined by said commit- 
tee, and approved by them in writing. 

2. They shall, in a book kept for that purpose, keep a 
record of all bills approved by them, and Shall, whenever 
called upon by the board make a statement of the condi- 
tion of the fund at its disposal. 


ARTICLE VII. ; 
1 

No book shall be purchased without the authority of 
the board, neither shall any periodical be subscribed for 
without the same authority ; and before any book which 
may have been presented to the library shall be placed on 
the shelves it must be approved by the board at a regular 
meeting thereof. ; 

No pamphlet, picture or article of statuary shall be 
placed in the rooms of the library until it shall have been 
examined by the committee on the library and approved 
by them. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

All the standing committees shall be, at all times, under 
the direction and control of the board, and no expenditure 
exceeding twenty dollars shall be made by either commit- 
tee, without the sanction of the board at a regular meeting. 


ARTICLE IX. 

The standing committees shall be elected immediately 
upon the adoption of these rules of government, and 
thereafter annually in the month of May, at the same 
meeting that shall be appointed for the choice of clerk; 
but vacancies may be filled at any regular meeting. 
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ARTICLE X. ‘ 


Annually in the month of February, a committee shall 
be appointed to prepare the annual report of the board 
of trustees to the city government; which report, after 
having been approved by the board, and signed by the 
president and clerk, shall be entered in full upon the re- 
cord of the board and placed in the hands of the president 
to be laid before the city council. 


f ARTICLE XI. 


The trustees shall, as soon after the adoption of these 
rules as may be, appoint a librarian, and fix upon the 
salary to be allowed that officer. 

Thereafter, annually, in the month of May, at the same 
meeting when the standing committees and clerk shall be 
chosen, a librarian shall also be elected, who shall, how- 
ever, be removable at the pleasure of the board. 


ARTICLE XII. 
1 
A majority of the members of the board, shall be a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business; but any number 
more than one, may adjourn any meeting. 


2 
All committees other than standing committees shall 
be appointed by the president. 


5) 
Should any question of order arise, it shall be decided 
by the president in accordance with the usages of the 
board of aldermen in analagous cases. 


ARTICLE XIUIi. 


The property in the library shall always be kept insured, 
and it shall be the duty of the clerk to report to the board, 
not less than one month previous to the time of the expi- 
ration of any policy held by the trustees, the exact time 
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when said policy shall expire, and to carry into effect the 
instructions of the board in relation to the renewal of the 
same 


ARTICLE XIV. 


1 
It shall be the duty of the board of trustees to do every 
thing in their power to encourage a spirit of friendship 
and liberality among our citizens towards the library. 


2 
They shall, in such manner as may seem to them best 
calculated to produce the desired effect, make from time 
to time appeals to the public in its behalf, that its growth 
and usefulness may be promoted, not only by the appro- 
priations of the municipal government, but by enlight- 
ened and benevolent friends of knowledge, morality and 
religion. 
3 
A record shall be kept of all donations to the library ; 
and in the annual report, honorable mention shall be 
made of all who have in any way contributed to its 
means. Donations in money shall be disposed of in the 
manner designated by the donors, if not inconsistent with 
the purposes of the library, and all books purchased by. 
means thus provided, shall be marked in a conspicuous 
manner with the names of the individuals by whose lib- 
erality they have been placed upon the catalogue. 


4 
All books presented to the library shall have the name: 
of the donor conspicuously placed upon them. 


ARTICLE XV. 


The following regulations shall be established for the 
admission of the public to the library, and the circulation 
of the books among the inhabitants of the city.. 

3 
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LIBRARY REGULATIONS. 


1 
The library shall be opened every day, Sundays, the 
' Fourth of July, Fast Day, Thanksgiving Day, Christmas 
and New Year’s day, excepted. 


2 

The rooms shall be opened from April to August inclu- 
sive from eight o’clock, a. m. to one o’clock, p. m—and 
frorm three o’clock to six o’clock, and from seven o’clock 
to nine o’clock, P. M. 

During the other months of the year, they shall be 
opened from ten o’clock, a. m. to one p. M., and from three 
to six and from seven to nine o’clock, P. m. 


3 
All persons resident in the city of New Bedford, and all 
non-resident proprietors of the New Bedford Social Li- 
brary at the date of its transfer to the city, shall be enti- 
tled to the privileges of the library ; subject, however, to 
the operation of the regulations provided for its govern- 
ment. 
4 
All persons sixteen years of age or upwards shall have 
the right to enter the library rooms during the hours above 
designated, and of reading any books which are contained 
upon its shelves, or any periodical placed upon the tables. 
No conversation above a whisper shall be allowed in 
the room or rooms devoted to reading. 


3) 

All persons who may wish to examine or peruse a book 
at the library, shall enquire for the same of the librarian 
who shall procure it for him; and no person except mem- 
bers of the board of trustees shall be allowed to remove 
books from their places upon the shelves, except at the 
discretion of the librarian. 
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6 
Visitors to the library, sliall be required to return all 
periodicals and papers they may take from their respective 
places, and shall not be allowed to mutilate or in any way 
‘deface, any book, pamphlet, periodical or other property 
belonging to the library. 
7 
No: periodical or pamphlet shall be taken from’ the 
library until bound and placed upon the shelves; and’ rio 
newspaper, bound or unbound, shall be removed therefrom: 


8 
No book or port-folio, having a‘ particular place pre- 
pared for its examination by reason of its bulk, shall be 
"removed from such place without the permission of the 
librarian. 
a 
Should any person having the privilege of visiting the 
rooms of the library, violate the regulations which may 
be instituted for securing the safety ofthe city property 
and the profitable use of the same by those who visit them 
for study and improvement, he or she, if they. repeat the 
- offence after a remonstrance from the librarian, shall be 
~denied entrance to the rooms: during the pleasure of: the 
board. 
10 
The names of all such persons shall be immediately 
communicated by the librarian to the standing committee 
on the library, and their decision upon each case shall be 
conclusive, until the pleasure of the trustees shall be made 
known. At each meeting of the board, said committee 
shall lay before the trustees all such cases for their action 
thereupon. 
11 
The books of the library shall’be divided: by the trus- 
tees into three classes : 
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1. Books for perusal at the room and for circulation. 
2. Books for perusal at the rooms only. 
2. Books for perusal by permission of the trustees only. 


12 
Books of the first class shall all be covered with thick: 
paper previous to their being taken from the library, hav-: 
ing the title and number plainly written on the back. 
New books of this class shall not be taken from the 
library until they have been. examined by the committee 
on the library, and with reference to such, the following, 
arrangements may be made: 


1. They may be kept in asection of the library by them- 
selves. 

2. They may be kept in the library a limited time,-after their: ~ 
introduction. f 

3. The time, they may be retained, by those who take them,- 
may be less, than, it is for the books generally. 

4, When the time allowed for the retention of a book is thus: 
restricted, the fact shall be conspicuously marked on the cover. 

5. Takers may be restricted from re-taking such books until 
ail other applicants for the same shall have been served. 


13 
All books, pamphlets, manuscripts and: pictures belong= 
ing to the library, shall be plainly marked with the words 


“NEW BEDFORD CITY LIBRARY,” 


and the number of each book shall be written on the in- 
side of each cover. 
14 
All persons having the right to the use of the books of 
the library, may take therefrom any book belonging to the 
circulating department, subject to the following regula- 
tions and restrictions: — 


1.. One volume only shall be taken at the same time, and no 
other delivered until the first is returned. 
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2. Any book taken from the library may be kept out two 

weeks. 
. 15 

No variation shall be made in the regulations, ‘as to the 
time during which books may be retained, except with 
reference to new books; and with regard to such, the 
standing committee may, if they think proper, keep them 
in the library for a limited time, not to exceed one month, 
and may, at their discretion, limit the time they may be 
kept by the takers, during the first six months. | 


16 
Any book may be re-taken, provided no application has 
been made for the same by another person and the libra- 
rian requested to make a record of the application. 


17 
No book shall be taken from or returned to the shelves 
but by the librarian or his assistants, except as provided 
in the fifth sub-division of this article, and all books re- 
turned to or used in the library, shall be placed upon a 
table, that they may be examined by the librarian pre- 
vious to their being replaced in proper order and condi- 
tion upon the shelves. 
18 | 
Every book shall be returned in good order, regard be- 
ing had to the reasonable wear thereof. 


19 
To secure the library against loss and injury, and to all 
entitled to its privileges, an equal share in its benefits, the 
following fines and forfeitures shall be incurred by all who 


violate its regulations. 


1. For retaining a book beyond the time limited by the regu- 
lations as follows : 


For a folio, four cents a day. 
For a quarto, three cents a day. 
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For an octavo, two cents a day. 

For all smalier books, one cent a day. 

2. For injuring a book, the actual loss sustained by the library 
by such injury. 

3. For the loss of a book, the actual damage sustained by the 
library ; provided, however, that if the book lost or injured be 
ene of a set, the person accountable may replace the broken set 
by one that is complete, and receive the remaining volumes as 
his property. ‘ 

4, The expense of sending for a book when retained beyond 


the allowed period. 
20 


It shall be the duty of the librarian, within four days. 
after the time has expired allowed for the retention of a 
book from the library, to send for the same in such man- 
ner as he may think proper, at the charge of the person 
thus improperly retaining the book in his possession. 


al 
The standing committee on the library shall, in all cases, 
decide questions relating to the damage sustained by the 
library by the loss or injury of books, and their decision 
shall be final. | 
22 
Any book kept out more than eight weeks shall be con- 
sidered as lost; and the person accountable shall pay for 
the same, and all fines due for retaining it beyond the al- 
lowed period. 
23 
Every volume taken from the library, shall be delivered 
by the librarian, who shall, previous to its delivery, enter 
the same by its number, in a book kept for that purpose, 
which entry shall designate the name of the person taking 
the book, the date of delivery and return, together with 
all fines and forfeitures of every description. 


24 
Every book intended for circulation, shall have a label 
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conspicuously pasted upon the cover, which shall set forth 
the regulations of the library in relation to the time it 
may be retained, the fines fora violation of the rules in 
that respect, the penalties for losing or injuring the books 
or other property of the library, and any other information 
that the standing committee may think proper, (in this 
way,) to render familiar to the public. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
LIBRARIAN. 


1 
The librarian shall, as the representative of the trustees, 
have charge of all the books and other property of the 
library. 
pee. y 
He shall maintain order in the rooms, and see that all 
the regulations and instructions of the trustees are fol- 
lowed, and the books, pamphlets, &c., of the library are 
kept in good order, and arranged in accordance with the 
plan given him by the trustees for his guidance. 
3 
The librarian shall, either by himself or by his assis- 
tants, (such assistants having been approved by the stand- 
ing committee on the library, who shall not, however, serve 
as such, more than four consecutive weeks without the 
approbation of the board,) attend at the library during the — 
time appointed for the use of the rooms -by the public, 
and shall perform all the duties in relation to the care of 
the rooms and the delivery and reception of books, set 
forth in these regulations. 
4 
It shall be considered his duty not only to do this, but 
he shall, under the direction of the trustees, keep all such 
records as they may fix upon as required by the good of 
the institution. He shall cover, or cause to be covered, all 
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the books belonging to the circulating department of the 
library, and shall as soon as may be, prepare a catalogue, 
full and complete, of all the books and pamphlets it may 
contain. 
5 ? 
At every monthly meeting of the trustees, he shall place 
before them a statement of any facts in relation to the 
affairs of the library that he may consider it important for 
them to know, and he shall particularly lay before them. 


1. A list of all books not in the library which have been 
called for during the next preceding calender month, showing 
the number of applications made for each book. 

2. A list of the names of all persons having the right of en- 
tering the library rooms who have, while there, refused to con- 
duct themselves in accordance with the rules of the institution, 
with the character of the offence of each. 

3. A list of all persons, who during the next preceding calen- 
der month, have subjected themselves to either fine or forfeiture 
by a violation of the regulations in relation to the time of i 
ing out books or the injury or loss of the same. seyhiy 


6 
The librarian shall be allowed for his services, four hun- 
dred dallars per annum, payable quarterly, and no allow- 
ance shall be made for the services of assistants or for 
extra labor, unless by a vote of the board upon each spe- 
cial claim therefor. 
7 
He shall in accordance with any general regulation or 
any special direction of the board, take all such steps as 
may be required to collect the fines and forfeitures of the 
takers of books, and shall keep in his custody all pledges 
or deposits which may, in accordance with the regulations 
of the board, be received from those who may have taken 
books from the library. 
8 
He shall if required by the trustees, give bond with suf- 
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ficient sureties, in such sum as may be considered reason- 
able for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office. 


9 
He shall be accountable to the trustees, for all the pro- 
perty entrusted to his care, and shall abide by their deci- 
sion in all cases, where books or other property may be 
injured or missing, as to the degree of the responsibility 
incurred by him in each case. 


ARTICLE XVIL. 


Regulations for the security of the rights of the inhabi- 
tants and the property of the city. 


1 
The character of the institution for whose profitable 
management provision is made in these regulations, de- 
mands that the rule of admission to its privileges should 
be as comprehensive as possible. 
2 
At the same time the usefulness, and it may be added 
the very existence of the library depends upon the recog- 
nition and enforcement of such a degree of responsibility 
on the part of those who are entrusted with the property 
of the city contained in the library, as shall insure its care- 
ful use and its prompt and safe return. 
5) 
All adult residents of the city of New Bedford, shall be 
entitled to the privilege of taking books from the library. 


4 
_ They may be taken by such residents in person, or by 
written order, which order shall designate the individual 
who is to receive the book, and it shall be delivered to no 
other person—provided, however, that no general order 
shall be given except to a minor, who shall be a resident 
of the city—such order may be either particular or gen- 
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eral—for one volume, or to deliver books for a period of 
time ; bnt no general order shall extend over a period of 
more than twelve months; and all such orders shall ex- 
pire on the thirtieth day of April of each year, and shall 
be considered as cancelled upon the removal of either of 
the parties from the city, or a non-compliance of either 
with the regulations of the library. 


5 
The order which may be given for books, shall recog- 
nize the liability of the drawer for all acts of the person 
in whose favor the order may be given, and shall be in 
such form as shall be prepared by the standing committee 
on the library and approved by the trustees. 


6 

Every person who takes a book from the library shall 
sign a receipt therefor, in such form as shall be prepared 
by the standing committee on the library, and approved 
by the board; which receipt shall contain a statement of 
the number and value of the volume taken, and shall re- 
cognize the obligation of the taker to comply with all the 
rules and regulations of the library. 


Z 
But one book can be taken out by any person ata time, 
except under certain circumstances hereafter to be men- 
tioned. 
8 
Before any inhabitant shall be allowed to take a book 
from the library, he or she shall enter into an engagement 
in such form as shall be prepared by the standing com- 
mittee on the library and approved by the trustees, recog- 
nizing in the most ample manner their obligation to com- 
ply with all the rules and regulations of the trustees for 
the management of the library; to pay all fines which 
may be incurred for retaining books beyond the allowed 
period—to make good any damage sustained by the 
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Hibrary by reason of injury to any ,book or other property 
of the institution while in their possession—to indemnify 
the city for any loss by a failure to return to the library 
any book which may be taken therefrom—and to be in 
the fullest manner responsible for the acts of all persons 
who may, either by assignment or otherwise, stand in their 
places as takers of books from the library or as users of 
the property of the city at the library rooms :—it being 
the object and extent of such engagement to create and 
recognize a legal pecuniary obligation from such inhabi- 
tant to the city of New Bedford, when by the operation 
of the regulation instituted by the trustees for the govern- 
ment and safety of the library, a claim shall arise which 
in the judgment of the trustees involves a pecuniary for- 
feiture. And such engagement shall further set forth the 
assent of all such inhabitants to such regulations as may 
be instituted by the trustees for the orderly and profitable 
management of the library, and a willingness to abide by 
their decision in all cases where questions may arise as to 
the proper construction to be put upon a rule or as to the 
application of authority on the part of the board or of 
officers appointed by them and acting under their author- 
ity. Provided, however, that nothing contained in this or 
any other rule or regulation instituted for the manage- 
ment of the library, shall take from the trustees the right 
to exercise their discretion as to the propriety of granting 
the request of any person who may make an application 
to take books from the library. 


9 
No written engagement shall be required from any in- 
habitant as a condition for the privilege of visiting the 
rooms, reading the books and participating in all the ad- 
yantages to be derived from the use, in accordance with 
the regulations, of the means of recreation, study, and 
improvement there collected; but it shall be considered 
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as a fundamental principle in the management of the 
library, that all the residents of the city of New Bedford 
of sixteen years of age and upwards, shall have the right 
with no other restriction but an implied engagement to 
observe all the rules of the government of the institution, 
freely to participate in all the advantages to be derived 
from a careful use, at the library-rooms, of whatever may 
be there gathered for the public benefit. 

But such right to the use of the public property con- 
tained in the library, shall confer no right to its use any 
where but at the library-rooms: and any person taking 
from the room any book, pamphlet, periodical, manuscript, 
picture, or any other article belonging to the library or 
within the custody of those who have been entrusted with 
its care and management, without the knowledge and 
consent of the librarian, will be considered as having un- 
warrantable possession of the same, and as liable to the 
application of a legal process for its recovery. 


10 

All residents of the city between the ages of sixteen 
and twenty-one years, and all residents of legal ability to 
enter into the engagements required by the provisions of 
the eighth sub-division of the seventeenth article, who 
may be unwilling thus to bind themselves to a compli- 
ance with the regulations of the library, may take books 
therefrom upon the following conditions. 


1. Minors, sixteen years of ageand upwards, may receive 
books upon the order of any inhabitant, as set forth in the fourth 
sub-division of the seventeenth article. 

2. All persons, miners included, upon making a deposit in 
money, of asum equal in value to the book taken, including 
the amount of any fines for which the taker may be liable, at 
the time, when, in accordance with the twenty-second sub-di- 
vision of the fifteenth article of the library regulations, the beok 
shall be considered as lost. If, at the expiration of the time for 
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which the book taken is allowed to be kept it shall not be re- 
turned, the money deposited shall be considered as forfeited to 
the use of the library, and shall not be restored, except at the 
- discretion of the standing committee on the library upon the 
restoration of the volume and the payment of all the library 
dues of every description. 


3. All persons who may deposit with the librarian any book, 
or books, or any other article which it may be thought desira- 
ble and proper to add to the library. as a permanent acquisition, 
which shall be considered by the standing committee on the 
library as of equal value to the sum of money that would be 
required for a deposit were the book taken out under the prece- 
ding regulation ; which book, or books, or other article shall be 
considered in like manner forfeited to the library, and declared 
to be the property of the city subject to the discretion of the 
standing committee on the library as to their return upon the 
restoration of the book taken and the payment of all fines and 
expenses. 


4. No property of the foregoing description shall be taken on 
pledge from a minor, unless accompanied with a written declar- 
ation from a parent, guardian, master or mistress or employer, 
stating the fact of their consent to such deposit, and their wil- 
lingness that it should be forfeited to the use of the library 
under the operation of the regulations. 


5. All books or other articles thus left upon pledge, shall re- 
main two days in the custody of the librarian before any book 
shall be taken by the depositor, that the standing committee on 
the library may have an opportunity to examine the same, and 
affix thereunto such a value as shall be considered proper. 


6. Should the book taken by any depositor of money or pro- 
perty, belong to a work of more than one volume, the value of 
the deposit required shall be sufficient to cover all loss of every 
description which the city would be liable should it not be re- 
turned, and in estimating such loss, from the value of the whole 
set, together with all fines and expenses, shall be deducted the 
set with one of its volumes lost, or so damaged as to be unfit 
for use ; it being understood, that the provision set forth in the 
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third. section: of the twenty-ninth sub-division of the fifteenth 
article shall be applicable in all such cases. 

7. For.all money or other property thus deposited, the libra+ 
rian shall give to the depositor a memorandum in such form as» 
the standing committee, with the approbation of the trustees’ 
shall direct, setting forth the amount of the money, or if in pro? 
perty its value in money, thus deposited, which memorandum 
shall contain a condition for its restoration when the obligation 
it was intended to meet shall no longer exist. An account of 
all such deposits shall be kept by the librarian in a book kept 
for that purpose, and he shall every day lay before the standing. 
committee all deposits of books requiring a valuation by them. 

8. All books thus pledged, shall be considered as special 
deposits, and shall be placed in a part of the library distinct by 
themselves; and no such book shall be taken from the library, 
or used by any of the visitors thereof. Other articles deposited 
shall be kept in such manner as shall be most convenient ; and 
it shall be understood that by receiving any such deposit no 
obligation is created on the part of the eity beyond a reasona- 
ble and proper care of the same by those who shall have the 
charge of the library. 

11 

No person shall be allowed to use any book or periodi- 
cal belonging to the city library either in the library or out 
of it, who shall not have paid all sums which may be due 
from him or her for fines or forfeitures or assessed dama- 
ges for injury or loss. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 

It shall be the duty of the trustees, when any’ persor 
under the operation. of these regulations shall have be- 
-come indebted to the city, to take all proper measures for 
the settlement of the demand. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


Strangers visiting the city, may have access to the 
lbrary-rooms and to the books, &c.,.therein contained, 
upon the introduction, either personally. or in writing of 
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either of the trustees or a member of either branch of the 
City Council, and such introduction shall entitle such 
visitors to the use of books, &c., at the library-rooms for 
the period of four weeks from and after its date, in accor- 
dance with the rules of the library. 


ARTICLE XxX. 


The standing committee of the library, may, upon the 
application of any responsible individual, permit such 
- individual, for a limited time, to have the use, either in, 
or out of the library, of any books which it may contain. 


ARTICLE XXI. 


These rules and regulations may be amended by the 
votes of four members at any meeting of the trustees; 
but no such amendment shall be made unless at the meet- 
ing next preceding, the proposed amendment shall have . 
been read, and entered upon the records, and information 
given by the clerk, in the words of the record of the 
change proposed, to every member of the board.
